a mixed diet to take the place of meat 
as they really are very nutritious and 
valuable as a food element.

The one. Hfce most business men.

efficiency of its orsauizatiou.

I»e:itors by railway rebates, by unfair 
competition, by commercial oppres- 
sion. by public rights mono[>oliz;><] for 
private gain— not by giving better serv- 
ice. 
but by unfairly preventing others 


from giviay any service." 


Truth About Congress. 


There have been ninny slurs cast at 


the United States senate, some of 
them deserved perhaps, but more of 
them decidedly not deserved. The im- 
pression of an unbiased observer of 
the body is vastly different from the 
impression conveyed by most printed 
descriptions. 
For example, the gen- 


eral idea of congressional oratory is 
that it is of the windy variety and 
Kfide chiefly for buncombe. 
Of too 


much of it this is unfortunately true- 
There are speeches in both the house 
and senate made for partisan effect. 
long essays read to empty chairs, that 
have no appreciable influence on the 
body to which they are addressed and 
are n«-«t intended to hare. On the oth- 
er baud, there are debates in both 
houses that have a vast influence on 
legislation. 
Defects are thus discov- 


ered in bills that would practir-aily be 
impossible by any other process. Sen- 
atorial courtesy, of which so mu"b 
light has been inade. is really a fine 
thing. The dignity aud reserve of the 
body are without pretense and are 
worthy of its esalted rank. 
In the 


ordinary transactions of the senate 
there is little redundancy of speech 
Tbe words are well chosen and to the 
point. Tbe one great defect in the sys- 
tem lies in the speeches made for polit- 
ical effe-t- 
In some degree the coun- 


try itsc-i* is to blame for these. Th? 
people demand them, or at least sena- 
tors and representatives think they do. 
It would be to the advantage of every 
body concerned if this style of flap- 
doodle oratory were elimrcated. 
Cou 


gress would be immeasurably insprov- 
cd. and the country wouij be given 
more tiuie to read something v.-ortti 
while. This is the most glaring faui; 
of the American congress. Beyond it 
and in the real work of legislatiiip 
there is much that is admirable— high 
intellectual capacity and devotion to 
public interests. Tbe weakness of rep 
resentntion by localities aud district*- 
is tbat the representatives see locr.l in- 
terc>ts rather than the welfare of tin- 
whole. yet this weakness is inherent 
iu the system. whi"b also has its com- 
pensations. The tnub is what we arc 
ai! after, aud teUias the truth o^ra- 
ssnnaiiy about the American congress 
will do no harm. 


Postal Reforms. 


The discussion c.f second ciass post- 


acre has gone to the point where cer- 
tain definite conclusions can be rea'-h- 
ed- One is that the fraiikius nii'-'sie^e 
of roncress is abused and ih;it it Is 
hardly fa.!r (o rai>e the postage rau-5 
on periodicals aud yet permit free \ 
transmission of ton« of publif do-u- 
mpnts that few read and those o:ily 
on compulsion. 
Another definite con- 


clusion is tiiut there are st'll abuses 
in the transportation of maiis. aud no 
satisfactory reform of the postal sys- 
tem i-an lie made that d«.es not include 
the correction of these abuses,

third conclusion is that there te ai- 
niost certain to be some increase on 
the second class iK»t;:ge rates as ap- 
plied to magazines. This increase wii!
